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V RCHEOLOGISTS are generally re* 

garded as men of science who dedi- 
cate their lives unselfishly to explorations 
that advance human knowledge.^ But 
there's always an exception to the rule, 
and that exception was Basil Frost, 

Frost was an able archeologist — the 
difference was that his efforts were de- 
voted solely in his own selfish behalf. He 
had no feeling for humanity and profit 
was his only byword.

He 
was young, strong, vital, with a jutting 
brow, a hawklike nose and an air of pride 
and command in his strong features. It 
was Basil Frost who made the incredible 
identification.
